The regular republican leaders are 
aw aiting developments to see how “the 
young Turks,” as they call the fresh 
men leaders, succeed with their plans 
As far as forcing continuance of the 
long sessions, the new leadership has 
enjoyed 
complete success, 
although 
the senate physician, Sen. Copeland 
dem ocrat, New York, has w arned the 
elder statesm en they are traveling 
death pace. 
In sweeping the long sessions, the 
youngsters have had the assistance of 
the coalitionists who repeatedly voted 
against adjournm ent.

She was expensively and 
modishly dressed, the sheriff declared. 
Mrs. Horton was described as about 
35 years old, quite attractive. She had 
red hair arid brown eyap. 
An inquest into the death ipf the 
woman is to be held here today. T hen 
was little doubt, local citizens said, but 
that the sheriff would be exonerated 
In the shooting. 
“Of c o u r s e , ” said Sheriff Dadrick 


“ I arn extremely sorry it happened 
I t ’s unpleasant and distasteful enough 
to have to nhoot a man, let alone 
woman. 
“I am convinced, however, that if I 
had not shot, she would have killed 
me.

C o n g r e s s m a n H a r o l d K n u t s o n h as introduced a bill in Con­ 
gress asking for Philippine independence. 
The reasons he has} 
advanced for his course cover ne\v ground never considered be­ 
fore, we believe, in efforts hitherto made to secure independence 
for the islands. The basic ground is an economic one. 
In enclosing a copy of the bill, the Congressman writes the 
Dispatch that: 
“ In my travels over the district I find that the dairy farmers 
are practically a unit in asking that Philippine imports be placed 
upon the same footing as the imports from other and competing j 
countries. 
This can only be done by giving them their independ­ 
ence. 
You will note that I propose to reserve in the Philippine 
Islands lands for commercial purposes, for naval bases and coal-; 
big stations. 
This will leave us in a position to compete for the 
Asiatic trade and also provide necessary naval protection in the 
F ar E a s t / ’ 
In his statement made, at the time of the introduction of the' 
bill, Congressman Knutson said: 
“The time has come to give the Filipinos their independence. 
The Philippine Islands today constitute the greatest drawback to; 
agricultural rehabilitation that we have to contend with. 
Annu­ 
ally we import from our far eastern possessions over one billion 
pounds of vegetable oils which enter into direct competition with 
American dairy products and animal fats. 
“The Philippines also export to the United Stales each year 
something like GOO,ODO tons of sugar which compete with the 
products of our beet growers. 
“ I do not believe that Congress will ever legislate to 
place a limitation on these huge imports, which so seriously e ff e c t 
our welfare, so long as the Islands remain under the jurisdiction 
of the United States, hence my desire to give them complete in-; 
dependence at this time in order that t hey may la* placed on the | 
same economic level as other competing countries.” 
The bill provides, in its opening paragraph, that within one 
year after the passage of the act the President of the I foiled States 
is authorized and directed to issue a proclamation to tin* effect thai 
on a day to be designated by him, the government of file Philip­ 
pine Islands may convene a constitutional convention which shall 
be elected by the qualified electors of the Islands for the purpose of i 
drafting and approving a political constitution for the Filipino; 
people; and when said constitution is ratified by the qualified I 
voters and approved by the Governor General of the Philippine 
Islands, it shall go into effect iminedi(cly or upon the date therein 
stated. 
The m atter of independence has been a live topic in the Is­ 
lands for many years. Here in Brainerd we have heard a d d r e s s e s ; 
from many conversant with conditions in the Philippines, notably! 
.judge Elliott, of Minneapolis; who has a summer home on North!, 
Long lake and who was a member of the first Supreme Court .in-' 
diciary of the Islands. 
Later he was in charge of highway and 
other construction and interior development. 
The judge', in an 
impartial way, presented both sides of the independence argu­ 
ments. 
But with Congressman Knutson’s presentation of arguments 
comes his desertion that dairy farmers of this district are almost

jLittle Insects Often Do Seri 
oios Injury to Differ­ 
ent Crops. 


i (Prepared by the United S ta tes Department 
of A gricu ltu re.) 
' 
Aphids, or plant lice, which often 
do serious injury to the plants they 
,infest, have a curious 
life history 
which Dr. I*. VV. Blawn of the bureau 
'o f entomology describes in the 3928 
'Yearbook of the United States De 
partm ent of Agriculture, Issued re 
cently. 
“If we examine a branch of a tree 
or other plant which is infested," says 
Doctor Mason, “we will see the aphids 
in 
most 
species 
grouped 
together 
in colonies, usually either on the un 
der side of a leaf or along a twig 
They may he greenish, brownish, black 
or of other color, depending on the 
species, or even covered with a mealy 
.powder or long wasjike filaments. 
Unusual Life History. 
“These insects have a very unusual 
life history; one differing from those 
of almost all other insects. 
The egg 
is laid in the fall o f the year, usually 
on the bark of the twig. 
With the 
coming of warm w eather in the spring 
this 
egg 
hatches 
into 
what 
is 
known as the stem mother. 
There 
are no males until the next fail. 
The 
stem 
mother gives birth 
to 
II vin 
young, without the necessity of fer­ 
tilization. 
These young are all fe- 
males, and, when mature, give birth 
to other living young. 
This continues 
throughout the summer, there being 
numerous generations. 
In each gen­ 
eration there are usually sortie which 
are winged 
and others 
which are 
wingless, each form being fully ma­ 
ture. 
As the spring advances the 
number of winged forms Increases, 
until, in the case of many species, 
they fly away to an entirely different 
kind of plant. 
Plants so chosen are 
known as summer hosts; on them new 
colonies ore started, and there may he 
several generations on them before 
the return migration to the winter 
host. 
On tile latter the true sexes 
which have been produced mate and 
the eggs are laid. 
Forms of Aphid*. 
“Thus we see that there are several 
forms of aphids, such as the stein 
mother, tire wingless viviparous fe­ 
male, the winged viviparous female, 
the male, and the egg-laying female.
